Riden condemns new 
Israeli settlement plan

JERUSALEM (AP)—Vice President Joe Biden 
condemned an Israeli plan to build hundreds of 
homes in disputed east Jerusalem on Tuesday 
— a disagreement that tarnished a high-profile 
visit that had been aimed at repairing ties with 
the Jewish state and kickstarting Mideast peace 
talks. 

Israel’s Interior Ministry said late Tuesday 
that it had approved construction of 1,600 
new apartments, an embarrassing setback for 
Biden after a day of warm meetings with top 
Israeli officials. Although ministry officials 
said the announcement was procedural and 
unconnected to the visit, a top aide to Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu said he was 


blindsided and tried to contain the damage at a 
late-night dinner with Biden. 

Nonetheless, Biden issued a harshly worded 
statement after the dinner, saying its timing 
was especially troubling by coming on the eve 
of a new round of U.S.-mediated peace talks. 
“The substance and timing of the 
announcement, particularly with the launching 
of proximity talks, is precisely the kind of step 
that undermines the trust we need right now,” 
Biden said. 

“We must build an atmosphere to support 
negotiations, not complicate them,” he added, 
warning that “unilateral action taken by 
either party cannot prejudge the outcome of 
negotiations.”

AP Poll: 
Americans 
want elusive 
accord on health

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Americans and their 
lawmakers are dramatically 
out of sync on health care, 
with large majorities of 
people looking for bipartisan 
cooperation that is nowhere in 
sight. 

A new Associated Press- 
GfK Poll finds a widespread 
hunger for improvements to 
the health care system, which 
suggests President Barack 
Obama and his Democratic 
allies have a political opening 
to push their plan. Half of all 
Americans say health care 
should be changed a lot or “a 
great deal,” and only 4 percent 
say it shouldn’t be changed at 
all. 

But they do not like the 
way the debate is playing 
out in Washington, where 
Republican lawmakers 

unanimously oppose the 
Obama-backed legislation 
and Democrats are struggling 
to pass it by themselves with 
narrow House and Senate 
majorities. More than four 
in five Americans say it is 
important that any health care 
plan have support from both 
parties. And 68 percent say the 
president and congressional 
Democrats should keep trying 
to cut a deal with Republicans 
rather than pass a bill with no 
Republican support. 

Leaders of both parties in 
Congress say that is not how 
it is going to work out.

Chief Justice Roberts calls State of Union scene troubling’

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. - U.S. 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
John Roberts said Tuesday the 
scene at President Obama’s State 
of the Union address was “very 
troubling” and the annual speech 
has “degenerated to a political pep 
rally.” 

Obama chided the court, with the 
justices seated before him in their 
black robes, for its decision on a 
campaign finance case. 

Responding to a University of 
Alabama law student’s question, 
Roberts said anyone was free to 
criticize the court, and some have 
an obligation to do so because of 
their positions. 

“So I have no problems with that,” 
he said. “On the other hand, there 
is the issue of the setting, the 
circumstances and the decorum. 
“The image of having the members 
of one branch of government 
standing up, literally surrounding 
the Supreme Court, cheering 
and hollering while the court 
— according the requirements 
of protocol — has to sit there 
expressionless, I think is very 


troubling.” 

Breaking from tradition, Obama 
criticized the court’s decision that 
allows corporations and unions 
to freely spend money to run 
political ads for or against specific 
candidates. 

“With all due deference to the 
separation of powers the Supreme 
Court reversed a century of law 
to open the floodgates for special 
interests — including foreign 
corporations — to spend without 
limit in our elections,” Obama said 
in January. 

Justice Samuel Alito was the only 
justice to respond at the time, 
shaking his head and mouthing 
the words “not true” as Obama 
continued. Roberts told the students 
he wonders whether justices should 
attend the speeches. 

“I’m not sure why we’re there,” 
said Roberts, a Republican nominee 
who joined the court in 2005. 
Justice Antonin Scalia once said he 
no longer goes to the annual speech 
because the justices “sit there like 
bumps on a log” in an otherwise 
highly partisan atmosphere. Six of 


the nine justices attended Obama’s 
address. 

Roberts opened his appearance in 
Alabama with a 30-minute lecture 
on the history of the Supreme 
Court and became animated as he 
answered students’ questions. He 
joked about a recent rumor that he 
was stepping down from the court 
and said he didn’t know he wanted 
to be a lawyer until he was in law 
school. 

Asked about the Senate’s method 
of confirming new justices, Roberts 
said senators improperly try to make 
political points by asking questions 
they know nominees can’t answer 
because of the limitations of judicial 
ethic rules. 

“I think the process is broken 
down,” said Roberts. 

While Associate Justice Clarence 
Thomas told students at Alabama 
last fall he saw little value in oral 
arguments before the court, Roberts 
disagreed. 

“Maybe it’s because I participated 
in it a lot as a lawyer,” Roberts 
said. “I’d hate to think it didn’t 
matter. ”□

Workers urge faster rebuilding at ground zero site

NEW YORK - Hundreds of 
construction workers raised 
a rallying cry of “Build it 
now!” on Tuesday, gathering 
with elected officials at the 
World Trade Center site to 
urge a quick rebuilding of the 
complex. 

“Instead of a shining American 
symbol of resilience and 
strength, we have a hole in the 
ground,” U.S. Rep. Carolyn 
Maloney told the crowd. 
“Rebuilding the towers 
and ground zero is a moral 
imperative. Putting 10,000 
people to work in the middle 
of a severe recession is an 
economic imperative.” 

The protest comes days before 
a Friday deadline for the Port 
Authority of New York and 
New Jersey and developer 
Larry Silverstein to work out 
a new schedule for rebuilding 
parts of the site. Construction 
is under way on 1 World Trade 
Center, a memorial and a transit 
hub, but the building of other 
planned towers has stalled in a 
dispute over financing. 

The authority, which controls 
the property, wants more 
private-sector cash for the 
project than Silverstein has 


offered and says it’s better to 
delay construction on two of 
the towers until the real estate 
market improves. 

But with union officials 
saying 15 to 20 percent of 
their construction workers are 
jobless, the hardhat-wearing 
protesters said they were eager 
for more work at the site as 
soon as possible. 

“We have people out for 40 
weeks before they get a job,” 
said electrician Greg Kapps. 
“There are a lot of people 
out.” 

One protester’s sign read: 
“Don’t Forget 9/11: Delay 
Means Defeat.” 

U.S. Reps. Anthony Weiner, 
Peter King, Gregory Meeks, 
Joseph Crowley and Michael 
McMahon joined in the rally, 
as did several city officials. 
City Council Speaker Christine 
Quinn yelled to the protesters: 
“It should have been built 
already. It is a disgrace.” 

Port Authority Executive 
Director Chris Ward defended 
the work already in progress 
Tuesday, saying that much 
construction is happening and 
the authority’s rebuilding of 
the memorial, 1 World Trade 
Center and public areas has 
put 1,900 people to work. 


The agency expects to spend 
almost $11 billion in the area, 
he said. 

“It’s not because of the Port 
Authority that there hasn’t 
been building,” he said. “The 
Port Authority is not willing 
to do a public bailout of Larry 
Silverstein.” 

“Mr. Silverstein has to get 
some real money, get some real 
tenants,” Ward said. “That’s 
why you build buildings. You 
don’t build empty buildings as 
monuments.” 

Silverstein declined 

to comment through a 
spokesman, but Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, who 
has supported the developer, 
said the Port Authority was 
blocking Silverstein’s efforts 
to resolve the conflict. 

“The Port Authority’s not 
bailing out Silverstein. We 
have to bail out America. That’s 
an outrageous statement,” he 
said. 

Silverstein was supposed to 
build three office towers at the 
site but has said the economic 
downturn and tight credit 
market had made it impossible 
for him to secure independent 
financing. 

The authority wants Silverstein 
to build one tower immediately, 


Ohio State janitor’s gunfire kills co-worker, self

COLUMBUS, Ohio - An Ohio State University 
janitor who was about to lose his job walked into 
a maintenance building for his early morning 
shift Tuesday and shot two supervisors, killing 
one of them and fatally shooting himself. No 
students were hurt. 

Nathaniel Brown, 51, arrived for work at the 
nation’s largest university dressed in dark 
clothing, a hooded sweat shirt and a backpack. 
He then opened fire in an office suite using two 
handguns, campus Police Chief Paul Denton 
said. 

Brown spent five years in prison in the 1970s 
and ‘80s for receiving stolen property but lied 
about it on his job application, records show. It 
wasn’t immediately clear whether Ohio State 
had done a background check on him. 

Ohio State released documents from Brown’s 
personnel file showing that supervisors 
complained he was tardy, slept on the job 
and had problems following instructions. The 
university sent him a letter March 2 informing 
him that his employment was to end Saturday. 
About a half-dozen other employees were in 
the building when the shooting began, Denton 
said. He described the shooting as work-related 
but didn’t describe a motive. 

The shooting was reported at 3:30 a.m. Tuesday. 


Police tactical units surrounded the building 
and found Brown with a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound in a garage bay, Denton said. He was 
pronounced dead at a campus hospital several 
hours later. 

Brown had been scheduled to work his normal 
third shift, Denton said. 

One of the victims, building services manager 
Larry Wallington, 48, died at the scene. The 
other, operations shift leader Henry Butler, 60, 
was in stable condition at Ohio State University 
Medical Center, officials said. 

Butler wrote a letter Feb. 11 recommending 
that Brown be terminated, according records 
released by the university. Even though 
colleagues had made a special effort to help 
Brown, he was not improving, the letter said. 
Denton declined to say whether other employees 
were targeted. Police also didn’t describe the 
contents of Brown’s backpack. 

The other employees in the building at the time 
have been offered grief counseling, Denton 
said. “This is a tragic event, and our hearts go 
out to all of the families,” said Vernon Baisden, 
assistant vice president for public safety. 

Police released two 911 calls. In one, a caller 
tells the dispatcher that he pulled into the garage 
and heard gunshots. He identifies Brown as the 
shooter and says Brown was in the process of 
being fired.Q

After a year of off-and-on 
negotiations, Republicans 
adamantly oppose Obama’s 
plans. The White House and 
Democratic leaders say it is 
now-or-never for a health 
care overhaul, which would 
cover an additional 30 million 
Americans, require almost 
everyone to buy health 
insurance and impose new 
restrictions on insurance 
companies. 

The United States is the only 
major industrialized nation 
that does not have universal 
health care. 

The Democrats’ plan relies 
on parliamentary rules 
that bar Senate procedural 
delays. That would enable 
Senate Democrats to pass a 
companion health care bill — 
which House Democrats are 
demanding — with a simple 
majority. Democrats control 
59 of the Senate’s 100 votes, 
one shy of the number needed 
to stop Republican delaying 
tactics. 

The new poll underscores 
Obama’s struggles to wrest 
control of the health care 
debate from Republicans, 
who couch his efforts as a 
government takeover and 
costly intrusion into private 


lives. 

Many of his allies are baffled, 
because Americans clearly 
want change, and some of the 
individual components of the 
Democrats’ health care agenda 
seem popular. Moreover, the 
public has not embraced the 
Republicans’ overall approach 
to legislating, giving lower 
approval ratings to GOP 
lawmakers than to Democrats, 
although both parties fare 
badly. 

In the AP-GfK Poll, 43 
percent of those surveyed 
said Obama and Congress 
should keep working to pass 
health care this year, while 41 
percent said they should start 
from scratch. In Congress, the 
Republicans favor that new¬ 
start approach; Democrats say 
that is just a way to stall the 
effort to death. 

Sandy Stemm would seem 
the ideal target for Obama’s 
appeal. She is a Democrat and 
former bakery manager who 
recently lost her job and health 
insurance. 

But Stemm, 47, does not like 
the idea of congressional 
Democrats going it alone on 
health care. 

“I think it’s important to come 
to an agreement,” she said in a 
telephone interview. “We’re all 
in this together, whether we’re 
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Democrat or Republican.” 
John DeHority, a Democrat, 
supports Obama’s effort and 
thinks Republicans have 
“made a travesty of the 
process.” But he suggested 
the Republicans are winning 
the political battle. 

“I think passing the bill in its 
current form would be political 
suicide for Democrats,” said 
DeHority, 56, a researcher 
in health care imaging. He 
said he thinks the proposed 
changes would fail because 
they would not control costs, 
and “Democrats will take the 
fall for that.” 

Obama’s own message, 
sometimes shifting, seems 
unpersuasive to many. 

Over the past year, he has 
moved his emphasis from 
the moral implications of 
improving health care to the 
cost-cutting possibilities to 
the impact on the deficit. In a 
fiery speech near Philadelphia 
on Monday, he renewed his 
harsh attacks on insurance 
companies, which he says 
are overcharging people and 
denying coverage to less- 
desirable clients. 

The president heads to St. 
Louis on Wednesday to 
press his case for overhaul, 
even as major businesses 
launch a multimillion-dollar 
ad campaign to undercut the 
legislation. The result is a 
message mishmash that leaves 
many people unsure why they 
should support Obama’s plans, 
said Kathleen Hall Jamieson, 
an authority on political 
communications at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
Annenberg center. 

“They didn’t make those 
mistakes in the campaign,” she 
said, calling Obama a master 
at staying on message as a 
candidate. “Communications 
scholars are shaking their 
heads,” she said. 

Presidential adviser David 
Axelrod told supporters on a 
conference call Tuesday that 
“what happens in the next 
10 days will be critical.” He 
asked them to talk to friends 
and neighbors to boost 
momentum. 

The AP-GfK Poll was 
conducted March 3-8, by GfK 
Roper Public Affairs & Media.

Feds to probe cause of 
runaway Prius in Calif.

EL CAJON, California (AP) 
— The government sent 
investigators Tuesday to 
examine a Prius that sped 
out of control on a California 
freeway, and Toyota said it 
wanted to interview the driver 
as the besieged automaker 
dealt with a high-profile new 
headache that raised questions 
about the safety of its beloved 
hybrid. 

A day after state troopers 
helped the car slow to a 
stop and its driver to emerge 
unharmed, Toyota could shed 
no new light on what might 
have gone wrong. The Prius is 
not part of Toyota’s vast recall 
of gas pedals that can become 
stuck, but it is covered by an 
earlier recall of floor mats that 
can catch the accelerator. 

The freeway incident 
happened at the worst possible 
time for Toyota — just hours 
after it invited reporters 
Monday to hear experts insist 
that electronic flaws could 
not cause cars to speed out 
of control under real driving 
conditions. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration sent 
two investigators to examine 
the car, a government 
spokeswoman said. Toyota 
Motor Corp. spokesman Brian 
Lyons said the automaker 
is sending three of its own 
technicians to investigate. 
Another Toyota spokesman, 
John Hanson, said the 
company wanted to talk to the 
driver, James Sikes. 

His car, a 2008 model, was 
covered by the floor mat 
recall, but the driver in 
Monday’s incident said the 
pedal jammed and was not 
trapped under the mat. 

Sikes told authorities he 
was driving on Interstate 8 
outside San Diego when the 
accelerator became stuck. He 
said the car reached 94 mph 
(151 mph) before a trooper, 
calling out instructions from a 
megaphone, helped him slow 
down and turn off the engine. 
Sikes’ wife, Patty, said 


Tuesday the family’s Prius 
appeared to have a brief 
accelerator malfunction a few 
weeks ago. 

“It took off for a second, and 
then it just stopped. It was like 
a little hiccup or something,” 


she said. 

James Sikes, 61, was identified 
in a 2006 newspaper story 
as a real estate executive and 
longtime lottery player who 
won $55,000 and was selected 
to appear on a California 
Lottery TV game show.Q

Relations between Israel and 
the Obama administration 
have been chilly precisely 
because of the settlement 
issue, and one of Biden’s main 
goals had been to try to patch 
up ties. Biden is the highest- 
level member of the Obama 
administration to visit Israel. 
The U.S., like the Palestinians 
and the rest of the international 
community, believes that 
Israeli settlements built 
on lands claimed by the 
Palestinians, including east 
Jerusalem, undermine peace 
prospects. President Barack 
Obama has been more 
outspoken on the issue than 
his predecessors. 
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Netanyahu has rebuffed calls 
from the White House to 
halt all settlement activity, 
agreeing only to a limited 
freeze that does not include 
east Jerusalem. 

Israel captured both areas 
in the 1967 Mideast war 
and subsequently annexed 
east Jerusalem. Israel 
considers its east Jerusalem 
neighborhoods to be part of 
its undivided capital, but the 
annexation has never been 
internationally recognized and 
the neighborhoods are widely 
seen as settlements. 

Interior Ministry 

spokeswoman Efrat Orbach 
said the new homes would 
be built in Ramat Shlomo, 
an existing neighborhood for 
ultra-Orthodox Jews. She 
noted that there is a 60-day 
appeals period, indicating 
that the decision could yet 
be changed. At Tuesday’s 
dinner, Netanyahu told Biden 
he was caught off guard by 
the ministry’s announcement, 
a top Israeli official said, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the dinner 
was closed. 

While Netanyahu considers 
east Jerusalem to be part of 
Israel, he acknowledged the 
timing of the announcement 
was poor and said he had 
no intention of sabotaging 
Biden’s visit. He stressed that 
there are no plans to begin 
construction anytime soon. 

But Palestinian negotiator 
Saeb Erekat said the move 
soured the negotiating climate. 
The two sides agreed this week 
to begin indirect negotiations 
under the mediation of U.S. 
envoy George Mitchell. Peace 
efforts have been stalled 
for 14 months, in large part 
because of Palestinian anger 
over settlement activity. 

“With such an announcement, 
how can you build trust? This is 
destroying our efforts to work 
with Mr. Mitchell,” Erekat 
said. “It’s a really disastrous 
situation. I hope that this will 
be an eye-opener for all in the 
international community.” 
Interior Minister Eli Yishai’s 
office issued a statement 
saying Tuesday’s decision was 
a procedural step in a project 
that has been in the works for 
three years. “The timing ... has 
no connection to the U.S. vice 
president’s visit to Israel,” it 
said. Biden was scheduled 
to remain in the area for two 



more days, meeting with 
international Mideast envoy 
Tony Blair and Palestinian 
leaders in the West Bank on 
Wednesday before delivering 
a policy speech at Tel Aviv 
University on Thursday. 

Biden had spent the day trying 
to calm Israeli concerns that 
Obama has been less friendly 
to the country than past U.S. 
leaders. 

Earlier in the day, Biden 
assured Israelis they can count 
on strong U.S. backing as 
peace efforts finally resume. 
The resumption of talks, albeit 
indirect, is the first concrete 
achievement for Obama in the 
Israeli-Palestinian arena. 

The relationship between the 
two allies, Biden told reporters 
as he stood beside Netanyahu, 
has always been a “centerpiece 
of American policy.” 

“Progress occurs in the Middle 
East when everyone knows 
there is simply no space 
between the United States and 
Israel,” Biden said. 

“The United States will always 
stand with those who take risks 
for peace,” Biden said, telling 
Netanyahu, “you’re prepared 
to do that.” 

Obama began his term with 
a push for Mideast peace, 
prodding Israel to freeze its 
construction of West Bank 
settlements that swallow up 
land the Palestinians want for 
a future state. 

The insistence on a total 
settlement freeze is seen by 
many in the region to have 
backfired. Polls show that 
Israelis have largely come 
to see Obama as overly 
sympathetic to Israel’s 
enemies, making it difficult 
for the administration to get 
Israeli public opinion behind 
any difficult peace moves. 
Biden offered assurances that 
theU. S. remainedcommittedto 
Israel’s security. Iran appeared 
to loom large in Biden’s 
discussions with Netanyahu. 
“We are determined to prevent 
Iran from acquiring nuclear 
weapons,” he said. 

Israel has been pushing for 
stricter international sanctions 
targeting Iran’s nuclear 
program, and has refused to 
rule out a military strike if 
sanctions fail. 

A string of top U.S. officials 
in recent weeks have urged 
Israel to give more time for 
diplomatic pressure on Iran to

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Dozen centuries-old ship wrecks found in Baltic Sea

STOCKHOLM (AP) — A 
dozen centuries-old shipwrecks 
— some of them unusually 
well-preserved — have been 
found in the Baltic Sea by 
a gas company building an 
underwater pipeline between 
Russia and Germany. 

The oldest wreck probably 
dates back to medieval times 
and could be up to 800 years 
old, while the others are likely 
from the 17th to 19th centuries, 
Peter Norman of Sweden’s 
National Heritage Board said 
Tuesday. 

“They could be interesting, but 
we have only seen pictures of 
their exterior. Many of them 
are considered to be fully 
intact. They look very well- 
preserved,” Norman told The 
Associated Press. 

Thousands of wrecks — from 
medieval ships to warships 
sunk during the world wars of 
the 20th century — have been 
found in the Baltic Sea, which 
doesn’t have the ship worm 
that destroys wooden wrecks in 
saltier oceans. 

The latest discovery was made 
during a search of the seabed 
east of the Swedish island of 
Gotland by the Nord Stream 
consortium, which is building 
a 750-mile (1,200-kilometer) 
pipeline in the Baltic Sea. 

The 12 wrecks were found in 
a 30-mile-long and 1.2-mile¬ 
wide (48-kilometer-long and 2 


kilometer-wide) corridor, Nord 
Stream spokeswoman Tora 
Leifland Holmstrom said. 

The heritage board said three 
of the wrecks have intact hulls 
and are lying upside-down at a 
depth of 430 feet (130 meters). 
Swedish marine archaeology 
experts analyzed pictures of 
the wrecks and determined that 
they could be of a high historic 
value. 

“The content can tell us a lot 
about everyday life during that 
time,” Norman said. 

It’s unclear whether any of 
them will be salvaged but the 
board said it hopes they will be 
explored by divers — though 
Norman added many of them 
are at a depth that would require 
very advanced and costly diving 


operations. 

The Nord Stream consortium, 
which plans to start construction 
in April, has promised to make 
sure its activities don’t damage 
the wrecks. The area where 
they were found is in Sweden’s 
economic zone, but not in the 
planned route of the pipeline, 
Leifland Holmstrom said. 

The Nord Stream project, in 
which Russia’s OAO Gazprom 
holds a 51 percent stake, has 
uncovered scores of other 
objects during seabed searches 
of the route, including about 
80 sea mines and a washing 
machine, she said. 

Last year, parts of a 300-year- 
old ship were salvaged from 
Germany’s Bay of Greifswald 
to clear a path for the pipeline, 


which expects to carry some 
1.9 trillion cubic feet (55 billion 
cubic meters) of natural gas a 
year. 

Sweden’s most famous maritime 
discovery, the royal warship 
Vasa, is housed in a popular 
museum in Stockholm where 


visitors can admire the ship’s 
details, down to the flashing 
teeth of the carved lions that 
adorn its elaborate exterior. 
The Vasa was raised from the 
Stockholm harbor in 1961, 333 
years after it sank on its maiden 
voyage. □ 
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Japan confirms Cold War-era ‘secret’ pacts

TOKYO (AP) — Japan has 
confirmed secret Cold War- 
era pacts with Washington 
that tacitly allowed nuclear 
warships in Japanese ports 
in violation of a hallowed 
postwar principle. 

While the move Tuesday 
was welcomed as a step 
toward greater government 
transparency, atomic bomb 
survivors expressed disgust 
that officials kept such 
agreements hidden for dozens 
of years. 

The revelations came after 
an investigation by a panel of 
experts appointed by Prime 
Minister Yukio Hatoyama’s 
government, which swept to 
power last fall on promises 
to bring more openness to 
government. His left-leaning 
party defeated the long-ruling 
conservatives who repeatedly 
denied the existence of such 
agreements. 

The findings themselves aren’t 
much of a shock because 
declassified U.S. documents 
have already confirmed such 
1960s agreements, and a few 
former Japanese bureaucrats 
have spoken out about them 
in recent years. 


But in a nation where memories 
of the atomic bombs dropped 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki at 
the end of World War II drive 
a fierce aversion to nuclear 
weapons, Tokyo’s admission 
about the secret agreements is 
a stunning reversal after years 
of denials from government 


authorities. Sunao Tsuboi, 
who survived the Hiroshima 
bombing on Aug. 6, 1945, 
was outraged by the findings, 
saying they reflected the 
government’s past hypocrisy. 
“While stressing that Japan is 
the only country attacked by 
atomic attacks, the government

was secretly allowing nuclear 
weapons inside the country,” 
said Tsuboi, a co-chair of a 
nationwide organization for 
atomic bomb survivors. 
Nagasaki Mayor Tomihisa 
Taue called the government’s 
past behavior deceitful. 

Even after American officials 


acknowledged the pacts in the 
1990s, leaders of the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party 
persistently denied them, up 
to and including Taro Aso, the 
last LDP prime minister before 
Hatoyama’s Democratic Party 
of Japan took over. 

The six-member panel of 
academics examined more 
than 4,000 files and documents 
surrounding four pacts, and 
confirmed three existed. 

Most controversial was the 
finding that past governments 
had given tacit permission to 
U.S. nuclear-armed warships 
to make calls at Japanese 
ports — a violation of Japan’s 
so-called three non-nuclear 
principles not to make, own 
or allow the entry of atomic 
weapons. 

The panel, led by University 
of Tokyo professor Shinichi 
Kitaoka, said that while 
documents showed that 
Washington and Tokyo 
appeared to have differing 
interpretations about allowing 
nuclear-armed ships into 
Japanese waters, it was likely 
that Tokyo and Washington 
shared an unspoken 
understanding permitting 
them to make port calls in 
Japan without consent. 

The panel also acknowledged 
that Tokyo and Washington had 
secret agreements allowing 
the U.S. to use military bases 
in Japan without prior consent 
in case of emergency on the 
Korean peninsula during the 
Korean War. 

Foreign Minister Katsuya 
Okada told a news conference 
the findings shouldn’t have 
any impact on Tokyo’s ties 
with Washington, which are 
currently strained over a 
dispute about the relocation of 
a Marine base on the southern 
island of Okinawa. 

Under a security alliance 
with the U.S., some 47,000 
American troops are stationed 
in Japan, and the U.S. protects 
the country under its nuclear 
umbrella. 

The investigation, Okada said, 
was meant to restore public 
trust in Japan’s diplomacy and 
government policies. 

“It’s regrettable that such 
facts were not disclosed to the 
public for such a long time, 
even after the end of the Cold 
War era,” he said. □

NOW ZAD, Afghanistan 
(AP) — Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates, aiming 
to show progress in the 
expanded war against 
insurgents in south 
Afghanistan, took a brief, 
heavily guarded walk 
Tuesday down a rutted street 
in this scruffy market town 
where the Taliban lobbed 
mortars at U.S. forces only 
weeks ago. 

Now Zad was the scene 
of the first significant 
military push following 
President Barack Obama’s 
announcement in early 
December that he would 
add 30,000 troops atop 
17,000 reinforcements he 
had already sent into the 
flagging war. 

With the additional 
firepower, Marines moved 
into Now Zad last December 
and quickly pushed out 
Taliban fighters who had 
seized the town four years 
ago and forced every 
civilian to flee. Families 
that had lived in Now Zad 
for generations fled their 
houses with laundry still 
on the lines, said the top 
U.S. officer in the district, 
Marine Brig. Gen. Larry 
Nicholson. 

The current campaign in 
nearby Marjah and the 
coming fight in much larger 
Kandahar are patterned on 
Now Zad, including the 
effort to recruit support 
from tribal elders before the 


fighting starts. As in Marjah, 
the United States is helping 
to install rudimentary local 
government in Now Zad, 
and U.S. forces are trying to 
train Afghan security forces 
to shoulder the load. 

Now Zad actually tells 
a more significant story, 
Nicholson said. 

“I am thrilled about Marjah, 
but I am more thrilled about 
Now Zad,” Nicholson said. 
“This is the rebirth of a city 
that has been dead for four 
years.” On his brief tour of 
Now Zad with Nicholson, 
Gates stopped to speak to 
shopkeepers who are among 
about 2,500 people who 
have returned to the city, 
once Helmand province’s 
second-largest, with some 
30,000 residents. 

“A few months ago this 
place was a ghost town, 
a no-go zone,” Gates told 
Marines at their small, 
heavily fortified outpost at 
the edge of town. “Now, 
as I saw for myself, stores 
are opening, people are 
returning.” 

Gates’ walk, with armed 
guards in front of and 
behind him and soldiers 
dressed for battle posted all 
along his short route, also 
showed the limitations of 
the U.S. and NATO military 
campaign. 

Gates acknowledged that 
the Taliban insurgency is 
entrenched in southern 
Afghanistan — where the 
movement was bom and 
bred — and is unlikely to 


recede completely under 
military pressure. 

“In many respects, the 
Taliban are now part of 
the political fabric of 
Afghanistan,” he said. 

The street was nearly 
deserted as Gates walked. 
Only a handful of men stood 
or squatted outside the doors 
of the few shops along the 
main drag that appeared to 
be open. As is the custom 
in socially conservative 


districts of Afghanistan, no 
women showed themselves 
to the visitors. 

Nicholson said the place is 
usually busier, with 52 shops 
and a school now open, but 
that a “security bubble” was 
in place for Gates’ visit. 
Ironically, to demonstrate 
that the town is safe enough 
for Gates to visit, U.S. forces 
held at bay the very Afghan 
townspeople Marines 
fought to bring back.

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Producer admits to attempted letterman shakedown

NEW YORK - A television 
producer admitted Tuesday to 
trying to shake down David 
Letterman in a case that bared 
the late-night icon’s affairs 
with staffers, avoiding a long 
prison sentence by pleading 
guilty in exchange for six 
months in jail and community 
service. 


Robert “Joe” Halderman, 52, 
entered the plea in a Manhattan 
court to attempted grand 
larceny after being accused 
of demanding $2 million to 
keep quiet about the late-night 
comic’s workplace love life. 
Halderman, a producer for 
CBS’ “48 Hours Mystery,” 
had mined information from 
reading his then-girlfriend’s 
diary entries about her 
relationship with Letterman, 
her boss, authorities said. 

The Manhattan district 
attorney’s office said the 
debt-strapped Halderman 
threatened to ruin Letterman’s 
reputation, disguising his 
demands as a deal for a thinly 
veiled screenplay about the 
comedian. 

“In September of 2009, I 
attempted to extort $2 million 
from David Letterman by 
threatening to disclosepersonal 
and private information about 
him, whether true or false,” 
Halderman said in court, 
reading a prepared statement at 


first so quickly that Manhattan 
state Supreme Court Justice 
Charles Solomon asked him to 
slow down. 

Halderman acknowledged 
delivering the threat to 
Letterman’s driver, in the 
form of a screenplay outline, 
or “treatment.” 

“This so-called treatment was 
just a thinly veiled threat to 
ruin Mr. Letterman if he did 
not pay me a lot of money,” 
Halderman said, dressed in a 
gray suit. He subsequently met 
with Letterman’s lawyer, who 
eventually gave him a phony 
$2 million check. 

“I knew throughout this time 
that I was not engaged in a 
legitimate business transaction 
with Mr. Letterman and that 
what I was doing was against 
New York law,” Halderman 
said, adding that he realized 
he had violated the privacy of 
Letterman and his family. 

“I feel great remorse for what 
I have done,” Halderman said, 
apologizing to Letterman, the 


comic’s family, and his own 
former girlfriend, Stephanie 
Birkett. 

Outside court, Halderman 
repeated his apologies, 
declined any interviews and 
said no more. He remains free 
on bail until his sentencing, 
set for May 4. In addition to 
the jail sentence, he agreed 
to 1,000 hours of community 
service; he would have faced 
up to 15 years in prison if 
convicted at a trial. 

Through his lawyers, 
Letterman thanked Manhattan 
prosecutors for pursuing the 
case. 

“When they became involved 
in this case, I had complete 
faith that a just and appropriate 
result was inevitable,” he 
said in a statement they read 
outside court. 

Manhattan District Attorney 
Cyrus R. Vance Jr. noted 
that Letterman had come to 
authorities knowing the case 
could push his private life into 
public view. 


“Mr. Letterman is a public 
figure, but like all New Yorkers, 
he has a right to a certain degree 
of privacy in his public life,” 
said Vance, who took over the 
case from predecessor Robert 
Morgenthau in January. 
Halderman’s lawyer, who had 
raised free-speech and other 
issues in his attempt to portray 
the producer’s behavior as a 
business deal, said Halderman 
ultimately decided he needed 
to end the case. 

“We had a novel defense here 
involving complicated legal 
issues. I was very excited about 
the defense,” said the lawyer, 
Gerald Shargel. “But there 
would be a long road ahead of 
us, and considering the risks 
and the rewards and the need 
for Joe to put this behind him 
and get on with his life, those 
needs were paramount.” 
Letterman married longtime 
girlfriend Regina Lasko last 
year. They began dating in 
1986 and have a 6-year-old 
son.Q

Stock investors ask: What’s the next big thing?

NEW YORK - A year after 
the stock market began its 
comeback from 12-year 
lows, investors are looking 
for the next big thing. 
Stocks have lost some of the 
momentum that propelled 
the Dow Jones industrial 
average up 61.4 percent 
from its close of 6,547 
on March 9, 2009. That’s 
natural — bull markets 
tend to slow down as they 
head into their second year. 
But the lethargic pace of 
the economic recovery has 
also been a bit of a drag on 
stocks. And so investors are 
waiting for signs that the 
economy is ready to put 
up some solid, sustainable 
growth numbers. The most 
likely trigger: job growth. 
Investors need to see a 
Labor Department report 
that says employers are 
creating more jobs than 
they’re cutting. Until then, 
investors are going to stay 
cautious. Analysts say the 
market is likely to move 
sideways or drift higher, 
as it’s been doing over the 
past few weeks. Tuesday’s 
trading fit the pattern of 
modest moves. The Dow 
rose nearly 12 points. The 
average is up 1.3 percent 
so far this year. But that 
doesn’t mean the market 
isn’t going to have its fitful 
moments. And it certainly 
has volatile industries 
that are expected to move 
the rest of the market. 
On Tuesday, the financial 
companies that led stocks 
higher in the past year again 
drove trading. Analysts said 
financial shares rallied as 
investors reacted to rumors 
that the government might 


prohibit the trades known 
as short sales in stocks of 
companies it owns. The 
government has large stakes 
in Citigroup Inc., American 
International Group Inc. and 
mortgage companies Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac after 
bailing them out during the 
2008 financial crisis. 

The market began its 
ascent last March 10 after 
Citigroup Inc., the big bank 
most wounded by the credit 
crisis and recession, said it 
had turned a profit. Signs 
that the housing market 
was starting to turn around 
added to the momentum. 

At the time, such news, 
which amounted to 
glimmers of hope, were 
enough for investors. With 
stock prices so much higher 
now, they want proof. 

“A lot of the gains we 
already enjoyed have been 
in anticipation of economic 
progress which has not yet 
occurred,” said Lawrence 
Creatura, portfolio manager 
at Federated Clover 
Investment Advisors. 
Besides jobs, investors 
need to see more strength in 
the housing market. Traders 
have been tolerant of recent 
declines in home sales, but 
if those numbers don’t pick 
up, the market is likely to 
become uneasy. 
First-quarter earnings 
reports that will be issued 
next month need to show 
continued sales growth. 
Companies’ results for the 
last three months of 2009 
were better than expected. 
Now the market wants to 
know that demand, starting 
with consumers, is rising. 
Adam Gould, senior 
portfolio manager at 
Direxion Funds in New 


York, said he will be looking 
for at least two months 
of back-to-back gains in 
job growth and for the 
unemployment rate to fall 
below 9 percent to feel more 
comfortable about the pace 
of recovery. Unemployment 
stands at 9.7 percent. Even 
if the news improves, just 
holding the gains of the 
last year could be tough. 
Some of the market’s big 
gains in past years were 
followed by slumps. In the 
first year of the 1982-87 
bull market, the Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index jumped 
58 percent. In the second 
year, the index fell 14.4 
percent. That doesn’t mean 
that’s what will happen this 
time. In 2003, the S&P 500 
index rose 26.4 percent. 
Then, in 2004, it peaked 
early and fizzled, until a 
10.7 percent surge late 
in the year lifted stocks. 
According to preliminary 


calculations, the Dow on 
Tuesday rose 11.86, or 0.1 
percent, to 10,564.38. The 
Dow remains 25 percent 
below its peak of 14,164.53, 
reached in October 2007. 
The S&P 500 index, the 
barometer favored by 
professional investors, 
rose 1.95, or 0.2 percent, 
to 1,140.45. The index is 
up 68.6 percent in the past 
year. Including dividends, 
it’s up about 72 percent. It is

still down 27 percent from 
its high of 1,565.15, also 
reached in October 2007. 
And the Nasdaq composite 
index rose 8.47, or 0.4 
percent, to 2,340.68. The 
Nasdaq is at an 18-month 
high but still down by 
more than half from its 
peak reached 10 years ago 
Wednesday. On March 10,

Speaking Monday night 
before receiving a lifetime 
achievement award at the 
annual dinner of the Jackie 
Robinson Foundation, Selig 
said Dr. Gary Green, the 
sport’s outside expert, and 
other medical staff were 
examining the data. Selig 
said the scientific experts 
haven’t been able to give 
him a timeframe for their 
conclusions. “I want them to 
come back and tell me what 
this means, and they already 
have said they can’t do it right 
now, so there’s no sense in me 


speculating, because I don’t 
know,” Selig said. “They’ve 
got a lot of work to do to 
determine the authenticity 
of it.” Selig can start blood 
testing on players with minor 
league contracts at any time. 
Testing on players on 40-man 
major league rosters is limited 
to urine, and rules can’t be 
changed without an agreement 
with the players’ association. 
Baseball has helped fund 
the development of a urine 
test for HGH, but efforts of

unsuccessful. 

“We’re doing it with the USOC 
and the National Football 
League,” Selig said. “All of 
us are spending a great deal of 
money trying to find a test.”

Bonnet wins second 
stage of Paris-Nice 

LIMOGES, France (AP) — William Bonnet of France won a 
sprint Tuesday to take the second stage of the Paris-Nice race, 
and Lars Boom of the Netherlands maintained the overall lead. 
Bonnet surged ahead in the last few meters to beat Peter Sagan 
of Slovakia on the finish line. Defending champion Luis Leon 
Sanchez of Spain finished third and moved up to third overall 
thanks to time bonuses awarded for his podium finish.

BOCA RATON, Florida (AP) 
— NHL general managers are 
trying to find a way to deal 
with serious head injuries. 

“I think we all care about the 
safety of our players, first 
and foremost,” Philadelphia 
Flyers general manager Paul 
Holmgren said Tuesday. “I 
think there’s been some hits 
this year that all of us feel 


uncomfortable with, so we’re 
trying to do what’s right, not 
only for the players but for the 
game.” 

For the second straight day, 
this was the main topic of 
discussion at the general 
managers’ annual meeting. 
Dallas Stars GM Joe 
Nieuwendyk said stiffer 
penalties must be handed out 
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to players who repeatedly 
make hits to the head. 
“Clearly, the blindside and 
the unsuspecting player is 
what we’re targeting,” said 
Nieuwendyk, a three-time 
Stanley Cup champion. “I 
don’t think we’re trying to 
reinvent the wheel here — 
we have a great game. But 
in light of some of the hits 
— obviously the David Booth 
one is kind of the alarming 
one that everyone took notice 
of — I think it’s going to be 
for the good of the game.” 
Booth, a left wing for the 
Florida Panthers, was carted 
off the ice on a stretcher after 
an open-ice hit by Flyers 
captain Mike Richards on Oct. 
24. He sustained a concussion 
and missed 45 games. 

“It’s a rough sport, but we’re 
just trying to take the necessary

steps to protect our players 
without taking hitting out of 
the game,” Nieuwendyk said. 
San Jose Sharks GM Doug 
Wilson suggested that 
the consensus favored 
supplemental discipline as a 
way of combating the problem. 
But he cautioned there was 
still fine-tuning to be done 
and it was “premature” to 
provide a definitive course of 
action that will follow from 
these meetings, which end 
Wednesday. 

Any recommendations 

would be forwarded to the 
competition committee. Then 
the general managers would 
vote on any change before the 
matter goes to the board of 
governors. 

“If you’re trying to address 
something that’s a concern to 
us, it involves both elements to 


make it be impactful,” Wilson 
said. “I hope tomorrow we can 
put something in place to say 
this is how we’re going to play 
the game; what’s acceptable, 
what’s not acceptable.” 

On other matters, the New 
York Islanders proposed a 
series of elimination games 
among the bottom eight 
teams in each conference to 
determine the final playoff 
seed. Also discussed was 
giving coaches the ability 
to challenge plays, having 
two players select the all-star 
teams and experimenting with 
a different point format in the 
standings. 

One potential change that 
seemed to have support was 
altering the tiebreaking format 
to favor teams with the highest 
number of regulation victories 
rather than total wins. □

BALTIMORE (AP) — A 
humbled but defiant Michael 
Vick was honored Tuesday 
night as one of 32 NFL players 
to receive the Ed Block 
Courage Award. 

Outside the ceremony, dozens 
of protesters expressed dismay 
over his nomination. 

The award is presented 
to players who exemplify 
commitment to the principles 
of sportsmanship and courage. 
Each NFL team selects its own 
recipient. 

Vick was selected as 
the Philadelphia Eagles’ 
representative by a unanimous 
vote of his teammates. Once 
a star quarterback with the 
Atlanta Falcons, Vick was 
convicted in 2007 for his 
role in a dogfighting ring and 
served 18 months in federal 
prison. 

“I ’m very humbled to be here,” 
Vick said. “I’m blessed to be 
voted by my peers, to be here, 
and this is an opportunity that 
I will take advantage of and 
cherish forever.” 

It was the first award he 
received since being reinstated 
by the NFL in September 
2009. 

“It shows I’m making strides,” 
Vick said. “I’m trying to do 
the right thing.” 


There were police cars at every 
driveway of the parking lot, 
and security inside the building 
was heavier than usual at the 
32nd annual event. 

Many of the protesters outside 
carried signs, one of which 
said, “No Award For Dog 
Killers.” 

Erin Marcus, of Open The 
Cages Alliance, said, “I don’t 
think there has been enough 
time for him to show the 
proper remorse for what he’s 
done to animals.” 

Many of the other 2009 
Ed Block Award winners 
rebounded from serious 
injuries to excel in 2009, 
such as New England Patriots 
quarterback Tom Brady, San 
Diego Chargers linebacker 
Shawne Merriman, Tennessee 
Titans center Kevin Mawae 
and Baltimore Ravens safety 
Dawan Landry. 

Vick, of course, had to bounce 
back from something entirely 
different. 

“I think I do exemplify what 
this award stands for,” Vick 
insisted. “I think everybody 
has the right to their own 
opinion. But I feel like I’ve 
done everything that I said 
I would do, coming out and 
moving forward. My peers felt 
like I was doing the right thing, 
and that I display courage and 
sportsmanship and leadership. 


I value their opinion.” 

Vick did more than just show up 
to collect a piece of hardware. 
He spent hours Monday and 
Tuesday speaking to kids at a 
community center and at the 
Baltimore Ravens Courage 
House, which houses abused 
children. 

“It’s easy to see, when you 
spend a couple of days 
with Michael Vick, why his 
Philadelphia Eagles teammates 
picked him as the Courage 
Award winner. It’s been 
that impressive,” Ed Block 


spokesman Paul Mittermeier 
said. 

Mittermeier said the Eagles 
will dedicate a Courage House 
in Philadelphia next year on 
behalf of Vick. 

Vick was signed as a free 
agent with Philadelphia during 
the preseason and played 
sparingly in 2009 as the backup 
to Donovan McNabb. The 
Eagles have exercised their 
2010 option on Vick, meaning 
the quarterback will receive 
a $1.5 million roster bonus 
sometime this week, and the 


rest of his $5.25 million 2010 
salary will be paid by either 
Philadelphia or another NFL 
franchise. 

Off the field, Vick has worked 
with The Humane Society of 
the United States, speaking 
at churches, schools and 
community groups about the 
poor judgment he showed 
in getting involved in 
dogfighting. 

The award, named after 
longtime Baltimore Colts 
trainer Ed Block, was first

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Female Bankers take RBTT Forward

ORANJESTAD - As professions go, banking is not 
among those you’d associate readily with female 
leadership. Indeed the dark-suited gentleman 
crunching numbers or roaming the banking hall is 
the quintessential image we retain of the banker. But 
one local bank is turning that image on its head. 

As the world observes International Women’s Day 
2010, celebrating the achievements of women across 
the globe, RBTT Financial Group is providing 
an example right here for the rest of the world to 
follow. 

The Group has a strong tradition of women 
leadership, dating back to 1998 when it appointed its 
first female Country Manager - Monica Achan - to 
lead RBTT Bank St Kitts/Nevis. 

At one point, as many as nine of the Bank’s 13 
country managers were women. Today, there are 
seven females among the Presidents and Country 
Heads, leading the RBTT Banks in the following 
territories: Edna Farro - President & Country 
Head, Aruba; Harriet Thornhill - President, Eastern 
Caribbean; Champa Rampersad-Barnes - Country 
Head, Grenada; Minna Israel - President & Country 
Head, Jamaica; Corliss Sutton-Charles - Country 
Head, St. Kitts; Mary Popo - Country Head, St. 
Lucia; Arvinder Bharath - President & Country 
Head, Trinidad & Tobago. 

Their appointments reflect a general trend within 
the Group over the years. Women now constitute 
70% of the workforce of the RBTT Financial Group, 
and are represented with increasing frequency across 
professional, managerial and executive levels. 

44 It is a reflection of more women having opportunities 
for professional growth and development and the 
chance to build successful careers,” said Amos 
Herai, Head of Human Resources. 

While this trend is perhaps more pronounced at 
RBTT, it is by no means unique. 

44 We are now observing more women in businesses: 
not only equipped to taking over family businesses, 


but also assuming these positions as natural 
successors in comparison to 10-15 years ago,” 
observed Edna Farro, Country Head of RBTT Bank,

On whether the proverbial 44 glass ceiling” still exists, 
she said the possibilities for career growth are real, 
although a woman may not always be the first choice. 
She added that women must make full use of the 
opportunities that arise at the start of their careers. 
“Women can break through the glass ceiling by being 
persistent and taking charge of their careers, and by 
voicing their commitment and ambition to be in the 
top positions. It helps, of course, when employers 
create an environment that embraces diversity.” 
Commenting on the rise of women into the highest 
positions in different professions, she said: 

“We are lucky that we have a lot of women in 
prominent positions in politics, the judiciary, in 
business, the medical profession, the arts, and 
elsewhere. This sends a positive message to the 
community that their daughters are able to reach 
their potential in any field. 

The community has given me its support and 
acceptance, and demonstrated their pride in not 
only having an Aruban, but moreover, a woman in a 
leadership position in the banking sector.” 

Were it not for the fact that RBTT had a tradition 
of women in leadership well before the June 2008 
acquisition by Royal Bank of Canada (RBC), one 
might have been tempted to say that it was simply 
taking a cue from its parent company, which has 
appointed women into one third of all of its executive 
and senior managerial roles. 

Diversity is a shared value of RBC and RBTT and is 
just one of the many areas in which there is natural 
fit between the parent and subsidiary. 

RBC CEO, Gord Nixon, said: “As we strive to 
leverage the strengths, talents and differences of our 
workforce by eliminating barriers and developing 
people to their full potential, we are intent on 
advancing more women into senior positions. It’s 
not only the right thing to do, it’s good business. 
Women comprise more than half of the world’s 
population and our leadership should reflect 
communities in which we operate.” 

Providing opportunities to diverse members of the 
workforce is one thing; the willingness and ability 
to seize such opportunities is another. A significant 
number of women place other considerations before 
career progression, not realizing that a healthy 
balance between competing responsibilities is 
possible. In fact, women are uniquely wired to 
succeed as leaders, according to Arvinder Bharath, 
President & Country Head, RBTT Bank. 

In addition to having integrity, courage, tough 
mindedness, knowledge and a positive attitude - the 
key ingredients for exceptional leadership - she 
said women also draw upon their passion, humour, 
sensitivity, common sense, reliability and tenacity. 
“The ability to juggle several things at once and to 
think practically in complex situations are strengths 
that women are born with. 

Additionally, women tend to have greater respect for 
their peers leading to a collaborative and ‘nurturing’ 
work environment,” she said. 

A woman’s leadership style tends to be more 
collaborative than a man’s and this is certainly 
reflected in Bharath’s approach. In times of 


uncertainty, her focus is on critical analysis of the 
situation and open dialogue. 

“I take the time to understand my options and their 
consequences. In most cases, this makes decisions 
more scientific and therefore easier to communicate,” 
she said. 

Women continue to be the primary caregivers in 
our societies, which places an added burden of 
responsibility on all working women. Success often 
requires carefully-developed coping strategies for 
maintaining work/life balance. 

For Bharath, the most important step is actually 
making a decision to achieve work/life balance and 
committing to it. 

“It is not an event, rather a journey that requires 
ongoing commitment not dissimilar to perhaps 
staying healthy. Over time, it becomes second nature 
but if you stop the routine, old habits creep back 
- particularly in senior leadership positions where 
daily activities can be all consuming. Though I don’t 
always get it right, I remain disciplined in trying,” 
she said. 

Citing European data, which suggest that women 
refrain from applying for jobs they are not 100% 
equipped for, while men are comfortable with a 60% 
fit, she gave this advice to aspiring young female 
leaders: 

”Be brave; work with your strengths and allow room 
for growth.” 

She also endorsed maintaining a “constructive spirit 
of discontent” which would inevitably raise the bar 
set for oneself as well as those around you. Finally, 
she implored aspiring leaders to “be accountable for 
your actions and develop a framework of values and 
beliefs and revisit them regularly.” 

Bharath and her fellow female leaders at RBTT 
have earned their place among the top bankers of the 
region and are blazing a trail of success for women 
from all professions to follow.Q

Stress in a starring role Illuminating lecture by 


Anton Isaak gives relief at De Suikertuin 



ORANJESTAD - 'It’s not 
stress that kills us, it is our 
reaction to it’, was written on 
a flip chart in the gorgeous 
garden of restaurant De 
Suikertuin last Wednesday 
evening.

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Mango: The leading superfruit

Superfruits contain diverse and 
dense nutrients. They offer high 
concentrations and varieties of 
phytochemicals (polyphenols 
and carotenoids). Their other 
outstanding features are 
that they have gone through 
multiple scientific researches; 
have been scrutinized in 
clinical trials, and have shown 
to be effective in promoting 
health and lowering disease 
risk when included in a diet. 
Popularity, which also helps 
earn them their titles of 
superfruits, comes from their 
special aromas, delectable 
tastes, bright and intense 
colors, attractive appearances, 
varied textures, diverse use, 
affordable prices, and market 
availability.

Today, we shall discuss the 
superfruit leader, mango, its 
active properties, its effects on 
human health and disease, its 
dense and diverse nutrient and 
phytochemical contents, and 
why it is chosen to head the 
superfruit list. 

Mango, Mangifera indica, 
is a tropical fruit that grows 
abundantly in the Indian 


Subcontinent, Southeast 
Asia, Mexico, and Africa. It 
has become a widely grown, 
spread, and popular fruit. 
Though originating in the 
Indian Subcontinent, it has 
become available around 
world and widely cultivated 
and consumed (over thirty- 
three million tons of annual 
output). Mango is imported 
to our country from India, 
Pakistan, Egypt, Sudan and 
Africa and is available all 
year round. The succulent 
superfruit is found in fifty 
varieties and in different colors 
and sizes. Its acclaim comes 
from its varying exquisite 
taste, appealing powerful 
fragrance, inviting deep 
colors, interesting smooth 
shapes, and convenient 
sizes. The plump pulp of the 
fruit is juicy, usually golden 
yellow in color, and smooth 
in texture, but lesser qualities 
are sometimes fibrous. The 
mango’s green, yellow, or red- 
tan soft skin is firm, unless it 
is very ripe. When ripe, its 
aroma can be tenacious and 
overwhelming. 

Mango became the leading 
superfruit for the multitude 
essential nutrients and 
phytochemicals it contains. Let 
us take a closer look at them. 
The fruit’s main nutrients are 
protein, prebiotic and insoluble 
fibers, vitamins A, Bs, and C, 
minerals, and omega fats. Its 
phytochemical content is the 
potent vitamin A’s precursor 
carotenoids (alpha-and-beta- 
carotene, violanxanthin, beta- 
cryptoxanthin, lutein) and 
polyphenols (quercetin, gallic 
acid, gallotannins, rhamnetin, 
cyanidin, xanthone glycosides, 
and mangiferin in the skin). 
All the above nutrients and 
phytchemicals are essential for 
different biological functions. 
Apart from being delicious, 
mango is comprehensively 
nutritive and filling, and has 
multiple uses and benefits. 
Carotenoids and polyphenols 
are abundant in both peel and 
pulp pigments. Twenty-five of 
themwereisolatedfrommango 
flesh. Both skin and pulp offer 
a potent phytochemical called 
mangiferin, which has potent 
actions on different illnesses. 
Polysaccharides (long- 

chain sugar molecules 
found in plants) are the 





prebiotic (soluble) fiber, 
which improves overall 
health; boosts the intestinal 
microflora; and works to 
prevent cardiovascular disease 
and diabetes through lowering 
blood cholesterol and sugar 
levels. 

Since 1930, 750 research 
papers on mango effects on 
human health and disease 
have been published. Cuban 
and Spanish experts came up 
with a mixture called Vimang, 
rich in mangiferin and other 
phytocompounds from the 
fruit and tree. The compound 
showed effectiveness on 
allergens, inflammatory 

substances, and pain. 

It also enhanced memory and 
neurological functions in rats. 
An Indian research found 
that leaves of the mango tree 
demonstrated antibiotic action 
against dental bacteria. 

In animal experiments, lupeol, 
a phytochemcal in mango, 
appears to have healing 
action on inflammation, 
arthritis, DNA damage, and 
malaria. The same substance 
exhibited anticancer activity 
by suppressing cancer cell 
propagation in laboratory 
trials. 

Due to mango’s widespread 
availability andhighnutritional 
value, it has become the subj ect 
of extensive research and was 
found to be a good dietary 
supplement in impoverished 
and famine stricken countries 
(West Africa). The superfruit 
was effective in the relief of 
undernourished children. It has 
also become means of fighting 
starvation and malnutrition, 
resulting in saving many 
lives. 

The mango fruit is not alone 
in giving health benefits; the 
leaves of the mango tree can 
help treat certain disorders. 
According to Heinerman’s 


Encyclopedia of Fruits, 
Vegetables, and Herbs, natives 
of the island of Curacao use 
the infusion of one-day-dried 
mango leaves to control blood 
pressure. Pour a liter of boiling 
water on two shredded mango 
leaves and leave to steep for 
one hour. Take two cups of the 
infusion daily for three days 
only. Stop for a few days, and 
then repeat the therapy. 
According to Heinerman, 
the French journal, 
Plantes Medicinales 

et Phytotherapiques, 

recommended the use of the 
infusion of mango leaves to 
treat blood vessels, which 
feed the pancreas, as well as 
diabetes and accompanying 
vascular and eye retinal 
diseases. A daily cup of the 
above-infusion mixed with two 
teaspoons of mango, guava, 
or papaya juice improves 
the condition of diabetic 
retinopathy and strengthens 
fragile blood vessels and 
varicose veins. 

Fresh mangoes have an 
exceptional taste, smooth 
texture, and an unsurpassed 
fragrance among all fruits. 
They make flavorful desserts, 
shakes, ice-creams, juices, 
sorbets, and smoothies and 
give a special flavor and aroma 
to salads, pickles, barbecues, 
snacks, sauces, and exotic 
dishes. Due to their fragrance 
and digestive enzymes, 
mangoes are often used as 
an enhancing ingredient in 
Indian and Caribbean dishes. 
The fruit keeps much of its 
nutritional value whether 
frozen or dried. One third of 
a mango makes a helping and 
gives you nutrients, fiber, and 
phytochemicals your body 
needs. 

Who said healthy foods cannot 
be tasty?

A Tale of 2 Cities

Large cities fascinate 
me. The complexity for 
everything to work smoothly 
is astonishing. My favorite is 
the removal of waste. In the

There is no muscular 
pumping organ connected 
with the lymphatic vessels to 
force lymph onward like the 
heart forces blood, still lymph 
moves slowly and steadily 
along its vessels. Lymph flows 
despite the fact that most of 
the flow is against gravity or 
“uphill”. This is because of 
the large number of valves 
that permit fluid flow in one 
direction only. The movement 
is due to deep breathing 
and muscle contractions. Of 
course, those of you who are 
“couch potatoes”, your lymph 
is not moving as it should. 

Lack of physical 
activity stagnates lymph in 
the nodes. Swollen glands, 
common with many illnesses 
is an example of lymph nodes 
enlarging in response to an 
infection such as virus or 
bacteria. A cat scratch can 
produce cat scratch disease

de la Salud (OMS) que informo que el metodo anticonceptivo 
no es abortivo. 

El Tribunal Constitucional (TC) prohibio en octubre que el 
estado distribuyera gratuitamente la pildora por considerar que 
no estaba plenamente probado que no tuviera efectos abortivos.

“El Ministerio de Salud solicito a la OMS para que informe si
